Editor's Note: This article is the first 
in a series of three by Bishop Joel D. 
McDavid concerning the background 
of the United Methodist Church and 
its beliefs. The address was delivered 
to the Laymen's Retreats at the 
United Methodist Youth Camp, 
Leesburg. 

Christian beliefs can never take the 
place of the glowing experience of God. 
Without beliefs there can be no vital 
Christianity at all. To walk with God, 
we must know something about him, 
who he is and what he has done in our 
world. We must have some strong 
insights into God's world as he created 
it and sustained it. We must have 
some knowledge of our beliefs about 
God. 

One whose beliefs are shallow or 
weak is a fit prospect for every whim 
that comes along. You are like one 
with frail body who is susceptible to 
the infections that always threaten te 
the body. It is tragic to find one who is 
has no notion of what he really believes 
and is just like the last book he has 
read or the last person he has visited. 
The Christian religion is built upon 
some vigorous thinking and strong 
conviction. We must love God with our 
minds. A parade of great Christians 


“would ineludé St. Paul who said, *'I am

determined to know nothing save 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified;" 
Martin Luther who said, "Here I 
stand, God helping me I can do no 
other;” and best of all, Jesus who was 
willing to be slain to crown love as 
supreme in his life and in the world. 
"Let this mind be in you which was 
also in Christ Jesus." That means 
strong beliefs based upon a great faith. 
Many of our beliefs we hold in 
common with fellow Christians of other 
persuasions. For this reason we as 
United Methodists do, not. feel that we 
have á corner on belief or behavior. We 
join with others in seeking the truth 


ers who are seeking, but rather we 
"should be ready to profit from their 
findings. 

However, we United Methodists do 
have some beliefs and directions that 
belong to no other denomination. They 
have a vital place in the total arena of 
Christian beliefs and make their 
contribution to the whole. We must 
inform ourselves and understand basic 
Christian beliefs and those that are 
peculiarly our own. 

Some have said that as United 
Methodist we do not believe anything. 
Two responses I would make. One, we 
are not well informed on those things 
we believe and therefore not always 
able to proclaim them with clarity. The 
other is that ours is not a faith built 
upon rigid dogma or ecclesiastical 
authority, and this may give a false 
appearance. We do have strong beliefs 
that are focal points around which we 
do our thinking, build our faith, and 
from which our actions are directed. 
Let us try to understand these. 

John Wesley was a clergyman in 
the Church of England. He never 
denied his ordination there. He 
established Methodist Societies in the 
Church of England to give life and 
health to his own faith and that of the 
church he loved..His basic desire was 
to plant seeds of warmth and fervor in 
the church. This he did by having the 
small group meetings each week to 
talk about what God had done for the 
people, to instruct in Christian 
discipline, and to seek together in 
spiritüal powers. i 

When these societies moved to the 
new land, the United States, they lost 
their attachment to the Church of 
England and soon grouped themselves 
into a movement of their own. When 
the American Revolution came along 
and all allegiances to England were 
broken, the Methodist Church reached 
a second peak in its formation. The 
Christian Conference of 1784 officially 
brought into being, in the Lovely Lane 
Chapel in Baltimore, the Methodist 
Church. * 

From this you note that our church 
grew out of no doctrinal controversy, 
nor did it-develop out of anybody's 
konceptions, dogmas or systematized 
beliefs. Thug, we are the ‘church of a 
heart’ than one with rigid 
beliefs, < of our beliefs are 
adapted from those of the Church of

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Adams defends British

Elizabethtown, N.J., Oct. 30, 1774-The 
fancy carriage provided by friends of 
Samuel Adams came rolling into this 
town today, where the four men of the 
Massachusetts delegation to the recent 
Congress dined. The delegates are en 
route home. 

Walsh & I have been invited to 
accompany them as far as New York, 
although we're both riding horseback. 
(Somewhat queasily on my part, I 
might add.) 
` Today is the birthday of Sam's 
stubby, keen-minded cousin John. He 
is 39 and the Boston lawyer seems 
well-satisfied with himself at this point 
in life. The Massachusetts men, 
including the brace of Adamses, 
Robert Treat Paine & Thomas 
Cushing, have won overwhelming 
support at the Congress for their 
position vs. the British parliament. 

At dinner, John Adams sang the 
praises of “the happy, the peaceful, the 
elegant, the hospitable, the polite city 
of Philadelphia." He also confided to 
us that he did not expect to see “this 
part of the world again." 

Today marks another anniversary 
which John Adams did not seem to 
wish to talk about. Exactly four years 
ago, Capt. Thomas Preston, comman- 
der of the eight British soldiers 
involved in the Boston Massacre, was 
acquitted in a court trial. Adams had 
defended Preston & later, his men. 

One reason for John's reluctance to 
talk about the trial wa’ that two of his 
dinner partners had played important. 
roles on the opposite side of the case. 
Cousin Sam had lined up 96 witnesses 
for the prosecution & printed their 
statements, 94 of which damned the 
soldiers. Bob Paine was the chief 
prosecuting attorney. 

"The Bloody Massacre perpetrated in 
King Street'" (according to the 
s engraving by Paul Revere) took place 
“in the icy cold of March 5, 1770. It 
“culminated d9—months ofthe 
“occuptifion ĉofBőšton by “British 
` troops. And. it began as a minor ruckus 
between a British sentry & boy. 
Edward Garrick, a  wigmaker's 


apprentice, hurled insults at a passing 
officer & the sentry cuffed him. 

A mob soon collected & the main 
guard, consisting of Captian Preston & 
seven soldiers, turned out. As Preston 
stood in front of the line of eight 
guards, the mob grew larger, pressing 
in on the soldiers, hurling snowballs, 
Sticks & insults. 

“Fire, you lobsters! You bloody 
backs! You don't dare! You can’t kill 
us all!" were some of the taunts. Then 
a“ club hit Private Montgomery, 
knocking him down. Rising in rage, he 
pulled his trigger. Other shots followed 
at random & five Bostonians fell dead 
or mortally wounded. One of these was 
Crispus Attucks, a black who had 
stood in the forefront of the mob, 
swinging a club. 

“Mr. Adams, please tell us how 
you came to take the case for Captain 
Preston & his men?" Walsh suddenly 
asked as we were finishing our meal. 

Adams smiled, hesitated & then 
recounted how, the morning after the 
shooting, James Forrest, a friend of 
Captain Preston, had entered his law 
office near the Town House. 

“There were tears streaming down 
his. face," said John. Forrest 
announced that Preston could not get 
a lawyer to defend him. Forrest had 
been to 26-year-old Josiah Quincy, 
another patriot, who said that he 
would take the case only if John 
Adams would, to. 

“I told Mr. Forrest that a counsel 
should be the very last thing that. an 
accused person should lack in a free 
country," Adams recalled. "If he 
thinks he cannot have a fair trial 
without my assistance, without 
hesitation he shall have it.” 

Making no further comment, we all 
rose from the table, preparing to leave. 
As other Massachusetts men walked 
out the door, John Adams lingered a 
moment. 

"I thinteit~was-one~of-the best

country," he said quietly.
